Anglo-Iranian 
Company stopped several weeks 
ago, when it passed the law to 
nationalize the' oil industry.

HE WAR WITH GERMANY IS 
officially closed, but the real problem 
of Germany has still to be solved. On 
its solution the peace of the world may 
well hang. 
For nearly a year the western allies 
have been unable to agree on the position 
ot Germany within the community of 
nations, In September, 1950, the United 
States, Britain and France decided that 
Germany should be partially re-armed 
but in November they failed to agree on 
any rearmament plan. France, fearing 
a strong Germany, proposed to incorpor 
ate small German units into a European 
army. The American military experts 
rejected this so-called Plevin Plan as 
quite unworkable. Meanwhile the Ger- 
man government and epposition indi- 
cated that they did not propose to re-arm, 
except on their own terms. 
As a result, the whole issue was post 
poned and General Eisenhower concen- 
trated on the re-armament of the other 
European states.

Nervous Look Behind Truce Talk 


By STEWART ALSOP, from Washington 


TH SE officials who are responsible for 
the security of the United States are 
now beginning to act a little like a herd 
of antelopes, who have scented a sudden 
whiff of danger. The scene has appeared 
on many motion pi 
ture screens—a buck 
throws up his head and 
sniffs the wind; others 
follow his example; 
there is a nervous, 
shifting movement in 
the herd; a pawing of 
the ground, and quick 
short runs. ‘The total 
impression is less of 
fear than of a sudden, 

Alsop wary anxiety 
In short, there has been a change of 
mood, a sharp reduction in the optimism 
which prevailed until very recently 
about the chances of peace in Korea. 
There was a somewhat similar change 
of mood early in May, when this reporter 
first noted “a sort of smell in the air 
in official Washington,” which indicated 
that the fighting in Korea might “come 

to an end in the near future.” 
Then the question suddenly began to 
be asked, “Is it peace?” Now, the 
question is being asked, “Is it a trap?” 


NO BOOM FOR COMPLACENCY 

As before, the reasons for the change 
in mood cannot be explained on a strictly 
logical basis. Obviously, the great move- 
ment of men and supplies to the Com 
munist front, and the ‘build-up of a 
Russian-equipped, Manchuria-based Chi- 
nese air force of more than 1,000 planes, 
leave no room for compiacency about 
Communist intentions in Korea But 
there is also another, hitherto unreported 
development which worries some officials 
even more, 

This is the reorganization, in. Man- 
churia, of the North Korean army. The 
“destruction” of the North Korean army 
after the Inchon landings was widely 
advertised.

Many people who would 
probably not have been able to afford hospital care, suddenly found that they were able to go into hospital 
without having to worry about the expense.

In early 1949, the government took immediate steps to help the municipalities correct this situation. 
To encourage hospital construction, generous financial aid was offered to the communities. Financial 
aid that is unequalled by any other province in Canada. 


One fact, however, is repeatedly overlooked. THE RESPONSIBILITY OF PROVIDING HOSPITAL

Wherever there is a bed shortage, it is up to the local authorities to see that the beds which are needed 
are provided. Under the present set up, the community only has to raise its share of the cost, and the 
provincial government arranges the rest (the Dominion government gives a grant of $1,000 a bed). At 
all times, the provincial government is willing and anxious to help communities solve their hospital 
problems, but it cannot be stressed too much that the responsibility for providing hospital beds rests 
eompletely with the community concerned.

Many communities have been quick to accept the government's increased cash assistance. As a 
result, hospital construction in B.G. has climbed steadily during the past two years, and is continuing 
to climb. In the ten year period before the government increased its financial assistance, there were only 
an average of 85 beds builtper year. Since the government started its increased financial assistance, 
this figure has climbed to over 285 beds per year, and is climbing fast. This year it will be 571 beds, and 
next year will probably see over 1,000 started. 


At the present time, the bed situation in B.C. is not as bad as some would make out.. 
Leading consultants say the size and population of B.C. calls for an average of five beds for every one 
thousand people. With the addition of 572 beds during the past two years, we now average this figure, 

favorably with any area in the U.S. and Canada. In fact, by the end of 1952, an anticipated 
inerease of 2,243 beds will make our bed situation as good as any and better than most.

Development 


British Columbia a 
|morthewstern United lates ‘of 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho and 
| Montana are leading the way in 
developing their library services 
through co-operation, according 
to C. K, Morisin, superintendent 
of the B.C, Public Library Com 
mission, who has just returned 
to Victoria after a three-week 
library workshop conducted by 
the Pacific Northwest Library 
Association at the University of 
Washington . Mr. Morrison at- 
tended the meeting along with J. 
Lort, librarian for the Vancou- 
ver Island Union Library, and 
Miss Hope Hodges,.Fraser Valley 
Union librarian. 

During the three-week meeting 
in Seattle, the B.C. representa 
tives’ went into full study with 
state officials on how to develop 
an exchange system. Although 
little more than a year old, the 
Northwest Library Association 
already has compiled a master 
catalogue listing all books in pos 
session of the four state libraries 
and British Columbia in addition 
to all the books at the U.S 
Congressional Library at Wash 
ington, D.C., the biggest library 
in the world. 

Through free exchange, the as- 
sociation is making it possible for 
any person in the entire Pacific 
northwest to read practically any 
book he may desire. If the book 
is available through any of the 
libraries .in the scheme, it can be 
made available to him. 

Mr. Morison explained it is the 
intention of the association dur 
ing the coming year to make 
self-survey of accomplist 
ments to date. The association 
has a long-range program of de- 
velopment in mind, he said, and 
is hoping that a private founda 
tion might become interested in
